New gifts for museum 


CREWKERNE and Dis¬ 
trict Museum and Her¬ 
itage Centre has received 
a huge addition to its 
archives, thanks to the 
family of the late Bert 
Harwood. 

Two large boxes con¬ 
taining a variety of local 
photos and memorabilia 
from his lifetime (1907- 
1973) and also given to 
him by other people, who 
knew his fascination for 
local history, have been 
donated. 

When they received the 
donation, museum volun¬ 
teer administrator Janet 
Harris and her husband 
were up until the early 
hours, delving into the 
box’s contents. 

She said: “It's like a big 
puzzle working in this 
place and every so often 
you get another piece, 
you never know when 
but it’s incredible when 
you do. 

“It's not often we get a 
whole collection like this

and we are incredibly 
grateful for the contribu¬ 
tion.” 

One of the key items of 
the collection was a 
scrapbook kept by the 
manager of the shirt fac¬ 
tory in Abbey Street, S.R. 
Lewis, from its opening 
in 1872. Along with pho¬ 
tographs of works out¬ 
ings and personal 
comments, it is a mine of 
information about day-to- 
day life in 19th century 
Crewkerne. 

One of the photographs 
shows a giant shirt made 
to commemorate Queen 
Victoria's Diamond Ju¬ 
bilee, cut out by Mr 
Lewis himself. 

Another valuable 
archive was a meticulous 
record by Mr Harwood, 
of cuttings from his 10 
years on the Urban Dis¬ 
trict Council starting in 
1942, indexed and cate-

Volunteer archivist 
Sylvia Andrew has typed 
up a collection of his 
memoires which is now 
on sale as a booklet at the 
museum. 

There are many photo¬ 
graphs in the collection, 
including of those return¬ 
ing from the First World 
War, The Royal Field Ar¬ 
tillery lined up outside 
the Town Hall on their 
way to Oakhampton 
ranges, the street fair in 
the 1920s, Crewkerne 
carnival, a local game 
called “snug” and a 
marathon race held every 
Easter Monday.

Collaborative policing in South 
West takes another step forward 


THE creation of a flexible, borderless specialist policing 
team moved a step closer last week as the Tri- Force Spe¬ 
cialist Operations collaboration agreement between 
Avon and Somerset, Gloucestershire and Wiltshire po¬ 
lice forces was officially signed. 

The aim of the collaboration is to create a centrally 
managed specialist policing unit, which is intelligence- 
led and able to flex to meet demand at any time or place 
across the three forces. 

The combination of firearms, dogs and road policing 
teams will enhance each force's ability to respond at 
times of need to protect the communities across Avon 
and Somerset, Gloucestershire and Wiltshire. 

Police and Crime Commissioners (PCCs) and Chief 
Constables from the three forces visited another Tri- 
Force collaboration recently - a new state of the art spe¬ 
cialist training centre at Black Rock Quarry, Portishead. 
The guests planted the final section of the bio-diverse 
roof on the centre to mark the completion of the main 
structure. 

Fast week’s South West regional meeting of PCCs and 
chiefs saw a further milestone in collaboration with the 
official sign-off for a Special Branch collaboration 
across all five police forces - Avon and Somerset, Devon 
and Cornwall, Dorset, Gloucestershire and Wiltshire. 

Shared investigative and intelligence functions will 


come together under central management to cover 
counter terrorism and domestic extremism across the 
South West. 

The collaboration will enhance the highly specialist 
protection provided by Special Branch to give a more 
effective and efficient service, and bring costs down 
without any reduction in the level or quality of service. 
It will offer better value for the public in terms of man¬ 
agement of threat and risk in the south west region. 

Sue Mountstevens, Police and Crime Commissioner 
for Avon and Somerset, said: "This is an exciting stage 
in our three forces working and training together. 

“At a time when we are being asked to make dramatic 
savings this is the way forward to make our forces as ef¬ 
ficient as possible and to enable further resources to be 
focused in other areas such as Neighbourhood Policing 
Teams." 

Nick Gargan, Chief Constable of Avon and Somerset 
Constabulary, added: "It's hard to disagree with the con¬ 
cept of collaboration. Neither serious organised crimi¬ 
nals nor major transport routes are contained within 
force boundaries. 

“In times of austerity our ability to flex highly special¬ 
ist services such as Special Branch to destroy and disrupt 
serious criminality becomes even more pressing.”

Winsham ladies help knit Big Blanket 


RESIDENTS and staff at Yarlington Housing Group's re¬ 
tirement living schemes have been busy knitting and 
sewing together an array of individual squares to make 
a big blanket, which created quite an impressive sight. 

The initiative was started in March 2013 to celebrate 
national bed month, a month-long celebration dedi¬ 
cated to the importance of getting a good night's rest. 

Locals came together last week to celebrate the suc¬ 
cessful completion of the beautifully coloured, giant 
sized big blanket. In total, over 8,000 individual squares 
were knitted, which were made into 58 blankets, 
crafted to raise funds for the Flying Colours Appeal at 
Yeovil Women's Hospital. 

The blankets were broken down into manageable 
sizes and individually raffled off atYarlington's head of¬ 


fice and Retirement Living Schemes. So far, a total of 
£245 has been raised for the Flying Colours Appeal, and 
money is still coming in from the schemes. 

Jane Ward, retirement living and supported housing 
team leader, said:"This has been a fantastic project, we 
never thought we would get the incredible response 
we did. The idea evolved as it was something that all 
our schemes could take part in. 

"Our residents have been so enthusiastic and I would 
like to say a huge thank you to everyone that has been 
involved for their dedication and donations of wool, 
time and skills." 

Ladies from Davies Close in Winsham were among 
those who took part in the giant knitting project and 
were delighted to see the results laid out in its entirety. 


Council seeking more 
people willing to adopt 


THERE are about 500 children in Somerset County 
Council care, some of whom are currently waiting 
to be placed with adoptive families, and the council 
wants to hear from anyone above the age of 21 
willing to adopt, whatever their background or 
lifestyle. There is no upper age limit. 

There are 18 children waiting to be placed now, 
who need the love and care of parents like Greg and 
Vicky (names were changed to protect identities). 

They adopted a boy aged two last year, and Vicky 
said: “Our little boy has been everything we 
thought he would be and more. To be called 
mummy for the first time is truly wonderful and to 
feel a proper, deep attachment forming with your 
child is truly magical. 

“We would definitely recommend adoption and 
may possibly go through the whole process again 
in the future. After finding out that we could not 
have children of our own, we began to look into 
adoption, we felt that we could offer a child a lov¬ 
ing home. 

“The adoption process takes over your whole life, 
even when not spending time with our social 
worker we were watching DVDs, reading books 
and attending training sessions. It is all encompass¬ 
ing, but necessary to prepare you for the demands 
of adopting a child. 

“We would not change anything we went through 
as it is quite a cathartic experience at times, and cer¬ 
tainly a learning curve. 

“After being approved we were ecstatic and 


waited to be told of a child. When we were matched 
and given a date to meet our son, it was indescrib¬ 
able, all of the waiting, worrying and anxiety had 
been worth it. 

“When we finally met our son, his foster carer 
opened the door and he was standing there. There 
are no words to describe that meeting and, although 
our stomachs were fluttering and we were nervous, 
we both instantly knew he was the one for us. 

“Our social worker was brilliant and we were pro¬ 
vided with a lot of information about our son. Now 
we are a family, plus the dog, and can honestly say 
our life before is a distant memory. We know we 
could face problems in the future but feel strong 
enough to deal with them. 

“Our son is picking up our mannerisms and some 
of our habits and so many people say he actually 
looks like us! He fits in so well with our extended 
family too, adored by his grandparents, aunts, un¬ 
cles, and cousins. 

Councillor Frances Nicholson, cabinet member 
for children and families, said: "Somerset is one of 
the best performing adoption authorities in the 
country, but we continue to seek to improve our 
service and we still need more people like Greg and 
Vicky to come forward and offer themselves as 
adoptive parents for children who need loving fam¬ 
ilies."

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Microchipping your pet 


MICROCHIPPING your pet gives them the best 
chance of being identified and returned to you if 
they become lost or stolen. 

Many pets can be microchipped including cats, 
dogs, rabbits and horses, check with your vet for 
advice, as it will depend on the species, size and 
condition of your animal. 

• Pets are lost without it 
Thousands of pets are lost every year and many 
are never reunited with their owners - microchip¬ 
ping can change that. 


While collars and tags can get caught or re¬ 
moved - microchipping identifies your pet per¬ 
manently and effectively, 
in 2012 the rspca microchipped 58,922 animals. 

• How it works 

A tiny microchip is inserted under the animal's 
skin. This gives the pet their own unique code. 
The microchip can be scanned and matched to 
the owner's contact details, which are kept on a 
database, such as the national petLog database. 
You must make sure the database you are reg¬ 



istered with has your up-to-date contact details.

HOLIDAY WARNING FOR YOUR DOG! 


LEISHMANIOSIS presents a significant threat to 
dogs travelling abroad and therefore vaccination is 
something you may wish to consider. 

The disease is spread to dogs through the bites of 
infected sand flies. It is endemic in countries in 
southern Europe (Spain, the South of France and 
Italy) where 2.5 million dogs are already believed to 
be infected with the parasite. Apart from vaccina¬ 
tion, the only preventative measures available are re¬ 


pellent spot-ons/collars and keeping your dog in at 
dawn and at dusk - the times of the day when the 
sandfly is most active. 

The new vaccine can be given from six months of 
age and requires three injections given at three week 
intervals. If your pet has already travelled to any of 
these areas, a blood test is recommended to check 
your pet is not already harbouring the parasite.

WHEELCHAIR athlete 
Ebony Court, from Mer- 
riott, is back in race train¬ 
ing thanks to supporters 
who have helped her buy 
a new custom built rac¬ 
ing chair. 

The 21 year old, who 
has cerebral palsy, ran 
into problems with her 
previous chair after an 
unexpected growth 
burst after her last birth¬ 
day. Her legs, which have 
to be tucked under her 
for racing, grew and 
began to press against 
the axle causing painful 
compressed muscle 
spasm. 

Thanks to her own 
fundraising efforts, a per¬ 
sonal donation and the 
support of the her family 
and friends at the Kings 
Head in Merriott, Lor¬ 
raine Clarke who helped 
with a bingo might at 
Misterton Village Hall, 
and all the businesses, 
clubs and individuals 
who provided prizes, the 
£2,675 for the custom- 
built chair was raised. 

Ebony has had her new 
racer for three weeks 
now and is trialling the 
design by Bromakin, 
which she said feels 
much better, as it doesn't 


include the troublesome 
cross axle, leaving much 
more room for her legs 
and feet. There is a whole 
new design to the break¬ 
ing system as well. 

The company, based in 
Loughborough and run 
by former athletes, is 
helping sell on her old 
chair for her, which she 
was only able to use for 
two years due to the un¬ 
usual growth spurt. 

Ebony still trains two 
evenings a week at the 


Yeovil athletics track with 
her mum, Hilary, acting 
as her coach, and also 
trains at home for the 
rest of the week. 

Regular trips to special 
facilities at Loughbor¬ 
ough have had to be cur¬ 
tailed as her parents 
could no longer manage 
getting time off from 
work to get her there but 
Ebony is hoping for help 
to buy a car, in which she 
could carry her chairs 
and become more inde¬ 


pendent in a bid to pur¬ 
sue her Paralympic 
dreams. 

While waiting for her 
racing chair, Ebony con¬ 
tinued her throwing ath¬ 
letic skills and is currently 
waiting to hear from CP 
Sport as to whether she 
has broken a national 
age group record. 

She is helping to coach 
others with throwing and 
one other wheelchair 
racer, as well as volun¬ 
teering at the Red Cross 


shop in Crewkerne, but 
the fundraising is a never 
ending circle. Training, 
new carbon racing 
wheels and a day chair all 
have to be accounted for 
and her next event will 
be a fundraising family 
fun day at the pub in 
Merriott on Saturday, 
June 15th. Ebony is also 
running a raffle with the 
top prizes of two Damien 
Hirst spin paintings, 
which will be drawn on 
June 22nd. 


Planning changes are good 
for business, says Chamber 


CHANGES to high street planning 
laws that have just come into effect 
are good news for businesses in Som¬ 
erset, according to the Somerset 
Chamber of Commerce, and could 
provide a welcome boost for eco¬ 
nomic growth in many of the county’s 
towns. 

Despite some concern from local 
councils, the Somerset Chamber is 
supporting the new planning rules 
that aim to reduce red tape and rein¬ 
vigorate local business. 

Chief executive officer, Rupert Cox, 
said: “Anything that government can 
do to unlock the bureaucracy of the 
planning system should be supported. 

“Too many of Somerset’s high street 
traders are finding conditions very 
tough, so if by relaxing the planning 
conditions, more retail investors are 
attracted, then this must be a positive 
message to businesses. 

“While some of our towns such as 
Ilminster and Langport have a strong 
and positive business community, 
others such as Highbridge and Chard 
need as much support from both local 


and national government to help 
traders bring the same level of dy¬ 
namism to their high street. 

“Although we recognise that some 
people feel that this deregulation of 
change of use planning conditions 
will encourage more socially chal¬ 
lenging activities, such as betting 
shops, these activities, along with fast 
food outlets, still need licensing from 
the local authorities, so they will con¬ 
tinue to be regulated to some extent. 

“We now look forward to govern¬ 
ment relaxing other planning regula¬ 
tions that affect commercial business 
premises, as has happened with agri¬ 
cultural developments where an agri¬ 
cultural notification order is all that is 
required for the majority of applica¬ 
tions.” 

The Somerset Chamber of Com¬ 
merce represents and works collabo- 
ratively with the Somerset business 
community to promote members’ 
businesses, raise the profile of the 
county, and help to lobby for greater 
influence for Somerset at all levels of 
government.

IN 2013 there have already been a number of major tax 
policy changes, such as the High Income Child Benefit 
Charge (HICBC), Real Time Information (RTI) and Cash Ac¬ 
counting, which are having a direct effect on the tax affairs 
of small businesses and individuals in Somerset.

Real Time Information (RTI) 

Since RTI kicked off on 6 April 2013, issues have already 
started to arise with the way this new PAYE scheme oper¬ 
ates. 

• If you don't currently have a PAYE scheme because your 
employees are paid below the lower earnings limit for NIC, 
then you don't need to set up a PAYE scheme. 

• An irregular payment indicator must be used by an em¬ 
ployer for an employee who is not paid regularly, so that 
HMRC does not assume that the employee has left employ¬ 
ment. 

• One of the biggest changes under RTI is the requirement 
to supply details of hours worked each week.This informa¬ 
tion is required by HMRC to ensure that the calculation of 
Tax Credits is correct.

Royal Ascot date for

HAVING made a very satisfactory debut 
over hurdles at Towcester recently, 
Never Says Never will be looking to win 
his next race at Ffos Las tomorrow 
(Thursday) before tackling the longest 
flat race in the British Isles at Royal Ascot 
later this month writes Stuart Broom. 

The five-year-old, after successfully 
completing five NH flat races (bumpers), 
finished a very creditable second in his 
first novices hurdle race over the tough 
Towcester track behind the highly rated 
Nicky Henderson'sTistory. 

After a couple of nervous jumps at the 
first two he settled down well and soon 
became the only challenger to the 2/11 
fav in the field of four. 

Crewkerne-based trainer Bob Buckler 
said: "Andrew Glassonbury was quietly 
confident at one point that he might ac¬ 
tually beat him, but he regained his 
composure and held them confidently 
in the end, but after settling down, he 
ran very well." 

He now looks to take that form into 
the Stradey Park Novices' Hurdle again 
over two miles, before having a crack at 
Royal Ascot. 

The Queen Alexandra Stakes is the 
final race of the 2013 Royal Ascot meet¬ 
ing and at 2m5f is the longest flat race in 
the British Isles. The race will feature a 
number of flat race horses, but the 
longer distance gives the NH horses a 
chance because of their stamina and 
with Simenon winning last year for Irish 
jumps trainer Willie Mullins, owner 
Richard Hall is hoping his horse can do 
the same. 

Former Irish point-to-pointer Coin 
River who recently joined the stable was 
having his first race over NH fences in 
the 2m3f Temple Glazing Products Ltd 
Alerts Maiden Chase on the same Tow¬ 
cester card. 

Having negotiated the first five fences 
he made a bad mistake at the sixth and 
after almost falling at the next Glasson¬ 
bury pulled him up. 

Buckler said: "The fences at Towcester 
are big and coupled with going down 
the hill, he made a mistake and landed 
on the fence. This not only frightened 
him, but he received quite a nasty skin 
tear in his chest and some heavy bruis¬ 
ing. As a result he has been put out to 
the fields for the summer ready for next 
spring." 

The Happy Warrior completed his 
third run over hurdles, and will now be 
handicapped, after finishing a re¬ 
spectable sixth over 2m3f at Newton 
Abbot last week. 

"I was very pleased with him. The trip 
was too short for him to be fair, but his 
jumping was excellent and he stayed on 
well," said Buckler. 

The consistent Mr Matt once again 
gave an immaculate display finishing 
third in the 2m newtonabbotraces.com 
Handicap Chase. 

Buckler bemoaned the handicapper 
saying: "Because he is such a genuine 
horse, the handicapper does not drop 
him much. He has gone up from 100 two 
years ago to 130 and now hardly drops 
more than a point or two. 

"Despite carrying such a weight he 
once again jumped beautifully apart 
from one mistake and gave Andrew a 
lovely ride." 

His next race will be at Gowran Park, 
Kilkenny at the end of this month. 

Buckler is hoping Glenwood Present 
will finally get his act together on the 
course at Ffos Las tomorrow; he shows 
bags of promise at home but has yet to 
translate that to the racecourse, whilst 
newcomer Red lynch Rock, another Irish 
P/P is expected to make his debut at 
Worcester on Friday having been 
schooled for the first time on Sunday.
